Anſw. The true Worſhipof God is inſtituted by himſelf, and fimi- 
ted to his own revealed will ; and onght co be, both for matter and 
manner, according to the preſcript rule of Gods Word, Neither bath 
any mortal man authority to frame, according to his own conceit, any 
form or faſhion of Gods Service or Worſhip ; for Manner as well as 
Matter of Worſhip,muſt be holy ; and no man hath power to make any 
thing Holy, that God batloweth not by his Word and Spigit. That the 
Holy Scripture is the perfe& Rule of Gods Worſhip, clearly ap= 
pear, if you conſider theſe things following, | 

. x, Conſider, That the Scripture reſt ties of it ſelf, That it is the 
compleat and perfeRt Rule of Religion, and all matters pertaining to 
it ; ſuch as Faith, Worſhip, 8c. * The Law of rhe Lard (ſaith Devid, 
Plal.1p.7,) « perfeft, There is in the Word of God a perfe&ion of 
verity, tit is true, and a perfeQion cf ſufficiency ; ir is ſufficient to 
dire& Chriſtians in all partsof Religion, The Pſa/mift ſpeaks of the 
latter here, having ſpoken of the former, Pſal. 12; 6, We have the 
Spirit of God proving the ſame ; 2 Tim. 3. 16, 17, A Scriptare 5s

: Conſider, That God hath ſharply rebuked thoſe that worſhipped him 
with their own Inventions, or that brought their own Inventions into 
his Worſhip, and did not keep cloſe to his Inſtitutions, Marth.

Monde Preciputur, Ge," Whence we perceive (ith Piſcator on the 
place) that Chriſt denyes that God us worſhipped by mens Traditions, Ecs 
enim Ctrate, &Cc. For Chriſt doth pronounce thoſe toerre ( ſaith Calvin on 
the place) who do obtrude n the place of Doftrine, the Commands of men ; 
or do ſeck, thence armle of Worſhipping Ged, All invented Worſhip that was 
not inſtituted by himſelf « va in his fight, and therefore to be flight- 
ed by us; how ſeverely did God deal with Nadeb and Abihu, when 
they offered ſtrange fire before the Lord, Levit, ro, 2, 2, they brought 
in their own Invention, for Which God'ſeverely puniſh:d them ; So 
that it will be hence clearly concluded, that Gods Worſhip is to be ac- 
cording to his Word ; for if God ſharply reproves, and ſeverely puniſh. 


eth ſuch as do not keep to his Inſtitutions, or Worſhi phimin any Way, 


but that'yhich he hath appointed ; then it cleatly follows, that all ttue 
Worſhip 1s to be according to Gods Word. 

4. Conſider, That all true Worſhip muſt be according to the revealed 
will of God, or of his ovn Inſtitution, becauſe he hath neither ap- 

inted, nor allowed any to ordain or inſtitute any patt of his Wor- 
ſhip ; if God in his infinite wiſdom had ſeen any part of worſhip ne- 
ceſlary or convenient for his people, beſides what he bad laid 'down in. 
his Word, his faithfulneſs had'engaged him eirher to appoint it him. 
ſelf, or to appoint, or allow others to inſtitnteit, but this be did not. 
The Church of Exglaxd in the 20th Article ſay, That the Church hath 
power to decree Rites and Ceremonies ; but we find not this Clauſe in this 
Article in the Articles of Edward the Sixth, nor io thatof Queen Eliza- 
beth, confixmed by AR of Parliament ;/ but howeverthe came by it, it 
cannot bz proved that ſhe had it of God;' there is no Commiſſion to. 
that parpoſe in the whole Word of God, ſhe cannot produce a Charter 
from the Lord, and therefore cannever anſwer a queſtion of one of her 
Sons, What Charter (ſaith he) bath Chriſt giventhe Church, to bind men 


. up to more than bimſelf hath done ? Mr. Stillingfleets Iren, Pref, pag. 8. 


And till ſhe can anſwer this Queſtion, by ſhewing ug ſomethiog to this 
nn B 2 purpoſe 
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purpoſe in Sctipture, the mnt give us leave to believe ſhe hath no ſack 
Puwer committed to her ; the only place they ng ts is in 1 Cor, 
14- 40, Let ell things be done decently and in order; bat this ſhows their 
ſad condition, that they mutt flie to a place that ſaith nothing to their 
purpoſe ; for this place gives no power to make any new Laws, but bids 
them'do all things according to what the Apoſtle had ſaid before, (That 
they ſhould ſpeak, ſo 4s to be wnderſioad, and one by one, and that Women ſhould 
not ſpeak, in the Church ) So that it is clear, that the Church hatch no 
Charter given her of God to appoint any part of Worſhip ; and there- 
fore it muſt needs follow, that God: hath left us a perfe& Rule of his 
Worſhipin bis Word, ſeeing he hath neither appointed nor allowed 2- 
ny elſe co add to it. . 

5. Confid, That God is to bz worſhipped _—_— ta his Word a-

Byut this preſcript of the 
Apoſtle ts not to be applyed to avy Epiſcopal Traditions ; but tbe Apoſtles own, 
to wit, (uch as he had delivered to the Churches, ſaith a learned Divine 
on the place. Beſides, if the Church hath power hence to inſtitute 
Ceremonies, where will there be an end ; for one Church after ano- 
ther may inſtitute Ceremonies under this pretence, till they come to a 
oreater number than the Jeivs bad, from which burden Chriſt delivered 
us. But I hope you ſee that this Scripture gives them no ſuch Com- 
miſſion ; and I would defire our Prelates to confider, that theſe words 
were ſpoken to a particular Church, and not an Epiſcopal Monſter ; and 
they themſelves will not grant thet every particular Congregation hath 
power to inſtitute Ceremonies, and modes of V Vorſhip ; but the Pre- 
lates keep the poiver in their own hands, and well they may, for both 
they and their power are Anti-ſcriptural. To conclude, If God ap- 
pointed his V Vorſhip, with all the Ceremonies belonging toit, under 
the Law, and forbids them to add or diminiſh from what he appointed, 
and that we under the Goſpel are bound not to add to, or diminiſh 
from his Inſtitutions, and that there-is no Commiſſion given to any 
Church under: the, Goſpel to inftitute Ceremonies or nei modes of 
V'Vorſhip ; then it follows that there isno VVorthip to be performed 
by us, but what is, evez, as to the external mode of it, and the Ce-

to add a Ceremony to the #orfbip of God, or to make theleaſt Change.

rite, and faithful in all bis Houſe, yet duaſt not he in building the Ta« 
bernacle go one jot beyond his Pattern, Exed.39.42,43. And David, 
who was the Light of /ſrarl, anda man after Gods own heart, duift 
not build God an-Houſe without ſpecial orderfroth him, 2 Saw. 7.7. 
And Solomon, who was ſo wiſe, that he was.admired by the Princes of 
the Earth, duift not in building the Temple, go beyond the Infiru&tion 
ven of God to David, he durit not- bring in one Ceremony but whar 
had appointed him. And under the Gofpel, we find the O:dinan= 
ces of God adminiſtred, as Chriſt inſtituted them, (without any addi 
tional Ceremory, or new. Mode) by the Apoſtles of Chiift.; and if they 
cid not adventure to add to, ef alter Gods Inftitutions, what Pride. 
3s.-it in our ignorant Prelates toadd to the Inſtitutions of Chrift > tt 
is true, that as Religion decayed as tothe Power cf it in the wortd,. 
men hegan to grow bold, and to bring- in their Inventions to Gods.

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- You ſhall find.moſt of the Anticar of the ſame mind. Awvguft. (aith; 


whether it bt a queſtion of Chriſt, or whether it bt a queſtion of bis Church, ' 
or of what thing ſoever the queſtion be, 1 ſay not if we, but Wf an Angel from 
Heaven ſhall tell us any thing befide that you bave received in the Scripture, 
wader the Law and the Goſpel, let him be accurſed, Auguſt, Con. Liberr. 
kib.z-c.6. And Teriniian ſpeaks fully in this bafineſs, We may not give 
(faith he) enr-ſelves this liberty to bring in any thing of our will, nor fy 
any thing that other men bring in of their will; we have the Apoſtles thems= 
ves for Exampler, who themſelves brought in ntthing of their awn will ; 
batthe Diſcipline they received of Chriſt, they delivered faithfully.. And to- 
Conclude, take the words of Cyprian, The Chriſtian Religion ſhall find: 
(Caith he) that ont of chis Scripture, Rules of all Doltrines have ſprung, and- 
from hence doth ſpring, and hither doth return, whatſoever the Ecoleſtaſti- 
cal Diſcipline doth contazn.. So that it is clear, that rhe Primitive Church 
durſt notinvent any thing, and add it to Gods Worſhip ; but when 1Ig- 
norance and Pride increaied among Chriſtians, then they began to add 
their Inventions to Gods Worthip; . and in this the Pope and his Ad- 
herents have bzen very eminent, or rather very. wicked, -and our Pre- 
hes (eſpecially of late) bave been their moſt valiant conds to fight 
in the bzhalf of mens.Ioventions in Gods Worſhip, and are broughr 
to ulc the-ſame weapon, v:2.. the Sword, or external force z bur thiss 
was never: Without great oppoſition from the Children of God in alt 
Ages, for the Saints of God alwayes-withſtood mens Inventions ; the: 
Waldenſes,. thoſe antient and eminent Chriftians, did even to blood -re-. 
6 mens Inventions in Gods Worſhip, and take, their Dotrine in this: 
particular from Rixerizs's own mouth, Omnes, &c. All cufloms of ther 
Church, which inthe Goſpel they do not read, they do contemn ; and they: 
affirm, that thoſe things which are appointed by the Biſhops and Prelates,are: 
not to be obſerued, -becauſe they are the Traditions of men, and not of God,, 
Refut. V Vald, c.13,e7.7, And of the ſame mind were our fuſt-refore. 
mers, when- they appeared againſt Popexy ; rake their ſence in the- 
words of Lath#r;Hoc Caput, &c, T his # one main Principle (ſaith he) of 
1h: Doitrine wt profeſs, ( againſt the forged ſuperſtitron of the Papiſls ) that 
we undertake no work, 11the things which appertain unto Worſhip, concerning: 
whith we have not an expreſs command of God, No man can boaſt of ths- 
rformance of any Worſhip, unleſs it be wholly, as ut were cloathed, axd con» 
fred withinthe compaſs of the Vord, Lut, Gen.2.2, As for Proceſtantsy, 
i« was alwayes their common Tenent, as Mr. Fox exprefſeth irg That: 
it is reproveable to add unto Chriſts {nſt;t ions; new found Rites and Phan 
tafies off. ne2n,  _ And Bellermine: mentions it, a$-the common Opinion: 
of Proteſtants, That God. is. not to be worſhipped by any Ceremories, but 


ſuch: 
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ſuch 4s bimſelf hath appointed. And Caſſander declares the Judgment of 
the Proteſtants thus, 7 hey have nor (laith he) oxely omitted theſe Cere-= 
mmnics,as leſs profitable and ſuper fiuous ; but the moſt have eſteemed them 
4 foppiſh, babiſh, and ridiculous ; yea, that they were to be condemned and 
abandoned as vbnexious and permtions, Swarez; a moſt leatned Jeſuite, 
ſheweth that the Proteſtants reprove al Eccleſiaſtical Ceremonies, as bu- 
mane Inventions, without authority or precept in Scripture ; for they bold 
nothing to be lawful in Gods Service, but what is commanded in Scripture, 
If you read moſt of the Modern and Eminent Foreign Divines,you (hail 
find they did not allow any thing to be appointed in Gods Service, but 
what is of his own appointment, and that they oppoſed mens inventi- 
ons. You have had Luthers Opinion 1n this thing. Of the ſame mind 
was Adclanithon, Chemnitz, and others. ' Bullinger, Calvin, and Beza, 
appo_—_ Inventions, Calvin ſaith, It z deviliſh blaſphemy to ſay, 
T hat God hath wot taught men all that it behoueth them todo, Serm. $5. 
in Deut. And the ſame Author ſaith, That all #il]-worſhip #« condemmed, 
or feigned Worſhip, which men takg np of themſelves, or receive from 
others, and what Precepts they dare deliver of themſelves, of the Worſhip 
of God ; and that all Conſtitutions are wicked, in the obſervation of which 
men do place the Worſhip of God, Inſt. lib.4- C10. Set.8, Zanchie de- 
clared his thoughts, in his Epiſtle to Queen El;zabeth, where he per- 
ſwades her from impoſing mens Inventions ; he propoſeth this Queſti= 
on, Fheaher it be better to follow the prows ſimplicity of the Apeſiles, or the 
3mpious pomp of the Pgpiſts. Epiſt. ad Reg. He is of the ſame mind in 
bis Expofition of the ſecond Commandment. If you look to our own 


| Chronicles you ſhall find that mens Inventions have not been received 


here with a general approbation, but that good and able men did © 

poſe them in the Retgn of Edward the Third, anno 1371, Mr. Wick. 
liff,, a famous Divine, oppoſed the Litmrgy and Ceremonies, read his 
Opinions in full, Ch-H:ff. B.g.P.13x. And in Henrythe Eights days, 
there were many that oppoſed mens Inventions, and were perſecuted 
for ir, ſuch as Hooper, Coverdale, Dolbie, and many dthers. In the 
Reign of Edward the Sixth, the Ceremonies, or mens Inventions in 
the VVorthip of God, .were counted Weeds of Popery, as a famous 
Preacher (Mr. Azthony Gilby) doth entitle them in his Letter to *Mr. 
Coverdale and others, that endeavoured the rooting of them out at that 
time, Mr. Rogers, Mr. Hooper, oppoſed them ; and as Light increaſed, 
ſo oppſition to the Licurgy, ' and all humane Inventions increaſed in 
his dayes ; for there were many that had a mind to root them out of 
(ods Worſhip, ſuch as Mr. Coverdale, Mr. Turner, Whittingham, Dr. 
#mpbrey, and others ; and our Reformers did then declare - their 
| ceface 
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Preface before their Common-Prayer-Book, That they did not interd to 
frop their Reformation there,but to reforms according to Gods Word; but the 
remper of the people being ſuch, that at preſent they could go no farther 
3n their Reformation. But their Succeſſors have been of another mind, 
and inſtead of going on in reforming, have gone Lack to their vomit, or 
dregs of Popery, If you conſult the Hiſtory of Queen Mary, you ſhall 
find that divers of the godly Martyrs did abſolacely condemn all bu- 
mane Ceremonies in Gods Worſhip ; Mr. Thomas Hawkes was perſe= 
cuted for this, and he defended it unto death-againit Bonner, No Cere- 
wony (ſaith he) but what Chrift hath appointed. Richard Gibſon gave 
up his life in this quarrel, #38, Synop, p, 1x1, Dr. Ridly was lorry 
that he Rood up for humane Inventions ; and what a number of the 
Exiles that went to Frankford, and other places, did oppoſe mens In- 
ventions, you may ſee, 'if you conſult the Hiſtory of the Trouble of 
Frank ford: And when they were happily delivered, what a number 
of 200d men did refuſe to conform to the Inventions of men, in Gods 
Worſhip, and ſeparated from their Pariſh Aﬀemblies, in the Reign 
of Queen Elizabeth,appears by the examination of Johs Smith, Nixon, 
and others, Part of a Reg, And Mr. G:/by calls our Ceremonies, - 
Knows Liveries of Antichriſt, and curſed Paths of Popery and I[dolatry. 
Mr. Fox, Dr. Hwmphrey, and one Samſon in Oxford, refuſed to ſub- 
ſcribe. You ſhall find multitudes refuſing to own the Inventions of 
men in Gods Worſhip, and ſuffering for not ſubſcribing and conform- 
ing tothe Ceremonies, and invented Diſcipline of the Church of Eng- 
lend, if you read Full, Ch. Hiſt. 6.9. and 1n a general Aſſembly they 
agreed, That that clauſe in the twentieth Article (The Church bath: -

What ſorver is done ((ay they) w the-Service of Gad, Moral or Ce= 
remonial, muſt bo of Gods own Inloonien In-the Reign of King Charts: 
the Firſt; you find multitudes of holy men denyirg to owa any thing i 
the Service of God; bat what was of nis oiva appointmen', and deny- 
in2 thavihe Church had power to conſtitute.

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Gods Service. Of this ſort were thoſe godly and learned men that 
went to New England, and other. places ; and the learned Afﬀembly of 
Divines, called in the nineteenth year of his Reign, declared their 
mind about Gods Worſhip, in theſe words, The acceptable may of wor- | 
ſhipping the true God, w« inſtituted by himſelf, and ſo limited to hirown re- | 
wealed Will, xc. That ho may not be worſhipped any way net preſcribed in 
the Scriptures, Conf. page 67. C, 21. The Congregational men are of 
the ſame mind-in their moſt ſolid Confeiſion of Faith, Conf.p. 37.c-22. 
And how many thouſands are there in our preſent Kings Reign, that 
dare not for Conſciencedake ſubftitbe to, or own any Ceremony inthe . 
Worſhip of God, or any mode of Worſhip, but what is of his ap- 
pointment? ' I have been the more tedious in relating theſe Particu- 
Jars, that you may ſee that itis no new thing to deny the Church Power, 
29 inſtitute Rites and Ceremonies in the werſhis of God. But from all, I 
ſhall thus argue, If the Primitive Church did not dare to inftitute 
Rires and C:remonies in Gods Worſhip, and if this praftice was not 
from the beginning, but came in when ignorance 'increaſed amongft 
Chriftians,and was alvayes oppoſed by the moſt Religious ; and as the | 
Light of the Goſpel increaſed, oppoſition to this Principle increaſed: | 
we muſt then conclude, That God hath not left it to the power of any | 
Church to conſtitute Rites and Ceremonies, bur that he hath appointed 
all things that may be lawfully uſed in his Worſhip. 
Conſid. 3. 1: will further appear that it's not left to the Church to 
appoint Rites and Ceremonies in the Worſhip of God; for when the 
ewiſh Church, or my Member of it did do ſo, they were ſeverely pu- 
niſhed and reproved of the Lord ; Read the fin and puniſhment of Ng- 
dab and Abibs, Levao.1,2-Their fin,you ſee, was in burning the Sacrifice 
with a fire not appointed by God;zand is this any more than to pray by a 
Ainted Liturgy, or to follow mens Traditions in Gods Worſhip ? and 
yet defiroyed for it by a fire from Heaven, When the Ark of God was 
to be removed upon any occafion, the Prieſts were to cover it, that ne 
hand might rcuch it, and ſo to carry it upon their ſhoulders to the place 
of reft. Now this Order was violated, in bringing the Ark upon a 
Cart, 2 Sam.6.3, "And Hzzah put forth bis band to hold it, when ready 
co fall, but the Text ſaith, That God ſmote him for bus error or raſhneſs, 
ver{. 7, Theſeare but ſmall things in mens eyes, and have a greater 
pretence of convenience than we can pretend for our Ceremonies ; yet 
you find the Judgment of God falling upon #zzh, for going from 
Goss Word in theſe things. And our Saviour reproved the Phaziſces, 
when thzy complained that his Diſciples tranſgreſſed the Traditions of © 
#be Elders, and would not waſh their bands when they eat bread, Mat, | 
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2F. 2.  ThisWata Ceremony Cd otby the Elders, and ſeemed 
very decent and comely; yet Chrift maintains his Diſciples in the re» 
fuſal of it, and ſharply reproves the Phariſees, and condemns their 
Tradition as vain and finful. From this I chus conclude, Secing God 
did ſeverely puniſh and reprehend ſuch as brought their own Inventions 
to his Worſhip; though they were but Ceremonies and Circumſtan- 
ces, it isnot like that he hath given liberty to any to appoint Rites 
and Ceremonies, and to add them to his Inſtitutions, 

Confid. 4, No parts of Worthip are lawful, but what are appointed 
by Chriſt ; but when men inſtitute Rices and Ceremonies, and add 
them to Gods Inſtitutions, they become parts of Worſhip ; therefore 
it is not in their power to inftitute Rites and Ceremonies, W add 
them to Gods Worſhip. The Propofition is granted by th2 Authors 
of the ObjeQion ; therefore I (hall at preſent prove th@ Aſſumption, 
That the Ceremones being inſtituted and added (as they are) to Gods Wor- 
fps become parts of the Worſhip. Bellarmine ingenuouſly confeſleth, 
That the Ceremonies are @ part of Divine Worſhip, Tom-3- de effeR. Sact- 
E2.c-31- Andour Prelates (though they are not-ſo ingenuous as to 
confeſs it) ſeem to be of the ſame mind ; for are not remembrances, 
and inftruions concerning pureneſs, and ſuch like duties, really and 
properly Religious Worſhip? And oar Ceremonies are ſuch things as 
theſe ; they allow them fate in their V Vorſhip, they have the ſame 
uſe and end that other parts of V Vorſhip have, and they urge them 
with the ſame, or greater rigor, -then they do hearing the Word, Pray- 
ing, and other ſubſtantial Duties, and count the bet ſervice done with= 
out them, imperfeR and flovenly. This Truth will further appeat by 
theſe following Arguments. 

Arg. 1, If Divine Worſhip be divided in Moral and Ceremonial, 

Ceremonies are part of Divine Worſhip ; The Antecedent 18 
granted by our Divines, who do uſually divide Divine VVorſhip into 
Moral and Ceremonial : The conſequence is true ; for every ſpec:es, 48 
itis a ſpecies, is part of hts gems; but Religious Ceremonies, are 
ſpecies of Religious Worſhip, therefore they are parts of it. 

Arg. 2. All outward means inſtituted and ſer apart, to-expreſs and 
ſet forth the inward V Vorthip of God, are parts of Divine V Vorſhip : 
but the Rires and'Ceremonies of the Church are ſuch, therefore parts 
of V Vorſhip. | 
- Arg. 3. VVhere the eſſential cauſes of Divine VVorſhip are,there 
ie Divine VVorſhip ; where there is the ſame uſe and end properly re- 
hgious, there be the effential cauſes of Divine VVorthip : no'v this is 
if the Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, therefore they ate you 
"7 D ['#) 
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of VVorſhip. Having now proved the Ceremonies to be part of VVor- 
ſhip, and « 5 they want nothing but Gods Command to make them 
True VVorſhip ; Therefore the conclufon is evident, That it is not 
in the power of any Church, or men in the world, to inſtitute Rites and 
Ceremonies, and to add them to the V V orſhip of God. 

Conſid. 5. VVe muſt uſe theſe Rites and Ceremonies, inthe VVor. 
ſhip of Gd, in Faith, or elſe we fin, and the Church fins in the infti. 
turing of them, if they cannot be uſed in Faith; Row. 14.13, What 
ſoever is mt of Faith, 1s ſin: Butit is impoſhble to uſe them in Faith, 
ſeeing they are not of Gods appointment ; for we cannot believe that 
any thing pleaſeth God but what be commandeth: therefore the Church 
hath no cb power to Inſtitute Rites and Ceremonies, and to add them 
to GodsWorthip, for then we ſhould be put upon a neceſſity to fin in 
the Worſhip & God. | 

Conſid, 6, It ſeems that the Church hath no power to inftitute Rites 
and Ceremonies in Gods Worſhip; for the Commands of God con- 
cernivg bis Worſhip are Univerſal, and do forbid all Inventions of men 
in the Worſhip of God, as well as in DoGtrine ; and in Ceremonies, as 
well as in any other part, read Dext. 4.2, Here all additions to the 
Commands of God, whether in Ceremonies or any thing elſe, is abſo- 
lutely forbidden. And Pelican, on this place, ſaith'thus, Ceremoni. 
andum, &c. 1» Ceremonies we muſt bold us firiftly to the Word of Gad, 
left we ſhowld tranſgreſs either in number or ”n form, if mens Traditions 
were t0 be followed, And Bucan. ſaith, 1» things appertaining to War ſhip, 


we maſt attend for direttion unto the Word of God, aud not to bumane Tra... - 


ditions, Loc.33.94.15. And in anotherplace he ſaith, That no humane 
Ceremonies ought to be uſed, but thoſe that are apporxted and commanded by 
the authority of the Son of God, Read alſo Demt. 12, 32, there are 


additions to the things that .God bath appointed,. as well as to his 


Word, forbidden, and evely thing forbidden to be done that God bath 
not commanded ; to the lame purpoſe are the words in Prov. 30, 6. 


Rev.22.13, Numb.g.3. & 5. Ritibus, &c. It is not lawful for axy of 


their own will, either to add or diminiſh from the Rites and Ceremonies d;e 
vinely inflitmted, ſaith a learned Divine on the place. There are many 
ether places, from whence it is clear, that all additions (whether in 
-— =o i or any thing elſe.) to Gods Worthip, are abſolutely for- 
bidden. 

Confid, 7. It will appear that the Church hath no power to conſtitate 
Rites & Ceremonies,and that all ſuch Rites & Ceremonies uſed in the 
Worſhip of God are ſinful ; if you conſider that God alone is wiſe e- 
nough to know what is convenient for his Servicegand that Chriſt is the 
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Head and King of his Church, and to him belongs the power of making. 
Laws and Conſtitutions for his Church ; and whoſoever takes upon 
kim to invent or add any thing to his Worſhip, puts himſelf in Chiiſts 

ce, and ſo becomes Antichriſt, and all ſuch Laws or Conſtitutions 
Antichtiſtian ; and if we ſay, That Chriſt hath not appointed all things 
neceſſary and convenient for bis Worſhip, we muſt needs conclude him 
unfaithful in his Office, and void of care over his People ; which is too 
oreat an iniquity for any body to think :' therefore we mult conclude, 
that he hath ordained all things neceflary or convenient for his People 
in worſhipping of him, and that all Rites and Czremonies appointed 
by any other power, are finful, 
/ Conſid, 8. 1F-this liberty of inftituting Rites and Ceremonies be 
granted to the Church, what have they to ſay againſt the Rites and 
Ceremonies, and Worſhip of the Church of Rowe, The Church of 
Rome is by our Prelates, and all their Train, acknowledged fora true 
Church ; and then in the twentieth Article of the Church of England, 
there is poivet given to the Church to decree Rites and Ceremonies ; 
and therefore what 'can you ſay for your ſeparating from them 1n their 
Rites and C:remonies? If you ſay, They urge them as neceſlary to 
Salvation, But the Church of England doth not ſo: however the 
Church of Eng/and preſleth their Rites and Ceremonies with great pe- 


_ nalties, even Excommunication, perpetual Impriſonment, and for- 
feiture of Eſtates : And beſides they ſay, That our diſobedience to 


the Rites and C:remonies of the Church is a greater-fin than any moral 
evil; and what doth the Chnrch of Rome do more ? The Papiſts ſay at 
the higheſt, but that their Ceremonies are neceſſary, Non'ex, &c, 
Not ont of any neceſſity to Salvation, but ont of the Churches Inſtitution, 
And Bonners Chaplain told Mr. Hawkes the Martyr, That no Ceremo« 
nies (beſides what Chriſt himſelf inſtituted) are neceſſary to Salvation,but 
only to Inflruition, And do not our Prelates ſay ſo much? Ecclefia- 
flical Conſtitution (ſaith he) doth change the nature of indifferent things ; 
and by virtue of the Commandwent they become neceſſary ; mens Laws,while 
they are in force, commanding or forbidding, ' bind the Conſcience as the 
Decalogue doth, Dr, Covel in his Pref. to the confur. of Dr. B. Apole, 
And Dr, Burg. ſaith, That they are ordained tobe uſed neceſſarily in reſpett 
of order and peace. Here is greater neceſſity laid on them, than the 
learned Papiltsdo. So that the ſaying of our Divines againſt the Pa- 
pilts, may be well turned againſt our Prelates, Hzc ſua invetti, &c. 
They. pat theſe their Inventions before the Ten Commandments, and they pu- 
hiſh them more grievouſly that do violate theſe, than thoſe that tranſgreſs 


the Divine Commands, Pet. Martyr in x Kings 8, For do not they urge 
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their inventions vith more ſtricneſs than the weighty matters of the 
Law of CoJ? and a refuſal to conform to them, is far more inhibited, 
agoravated,cenſured, and puniſbed, than Swearing, Murder, Adultery, 
D:unkenneſs, Blaſphemy, &c, Both Preachers and People are Fined, 
I mpriſoned, Baniſhed, Excommunicated for pot conforming to them : 
And the Papifs do make the Ceremonies no. more a part of Worſhip 
than the Prelates do. Take the words of Cafſſander, I conceive that to 
be falſe, (ſaith he) that any of ours ſhould have tanght thoſe external 
Rites and Ceremonies, to be Worſhip neceſſary to procure Fuſtification before 
God ; neither is any other thing attributed to thoſe Rites, but that their ex- 
ternal Obſervation may admoniſh of the true internal Worſhip, and might by 
the hand lead ws therewnto, And do not our- Pielates lay as much in 
the Preface before the Common- Prayer-Book 2 And how often doth 
Hooker ſpeak to the ſame effet.? The Papifts attribute no greater effect 
to the Czremonies than our Prelates do, neither do their Dotripes of 
Ceremonies in any wiſe differ ; neither can our Prelates except againſt 
Popith Rites and C:remonies, but by owning the Truth, and denying 
all ſuch power to any Church ; and conclude that all Rices and Cexe. 
movies, not inſtituted by Chriſt, are not to be added to, nor practiſed 
in, his Worſhip ; and if they be; that they are ſinful and unlawful. And 
ſo I have proved the ſecond Anſwer, That Chrift bath inſtituted all Rites 
and Ceremonies for bis Worſhip, and hath not left ut tn the power of any 
Church; and that all their Inventions aud Addutions toGods Worſhip, are 
ſonful and wicked. 

Anſw. 3. As for neceſſary Circumſtances of Worſhip, ſuch as 
natural circumſtances of every moral ation, as well as Worſhip, ſuch 
_ astime, place, &c. they are in no Wiſe of the ſame nature with the 
Rites and Cegenionies of the Church; and ſuch circumſtances are in 
the genezal required where the action. is required; and particulaily to 
be determined by every private Chriſtian, a5 to his private Worſhip ; 
and by every Congregation or Society of Chriſtians, as occaſion falls 
out ; and to bedone according to the general Rule, x Cor. 14.20. But 
it isnot left in the power of Magiſtrates or Miniſters onely to appoint 
theſe things, nor to tie the Congregations to any particulars of them, 
but to leave them, as God hath, to be determine their own con- 
veniences, God having declared all places lawful, Fob» 4.23. x Tim, 
2.8, And the Saints took liberty to meet in Synagogues, in Houſes, 
on Mountains, &c. And fo for time, 2 Theſ.5.,17, 2 Tim,4.2, and 
fo for other circumſtances. And by theſe Commands,the Saints under 
the Goſpel are authorized to chuſe any place or time for their Worſhi 
according to the rule of Conveniency ; and Magiſtrates are alſo by thele 
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Commands forbidden ta hifider them of this freedom. And thas you 
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have the ſecond ObjeRion anſwered, I hope, to the ſatisfaRion of thoſe 
that defire it, «© © AWREERTST

Anſw. 3. God ſeverely pumiſheth, and ſharply reproveth thoſe that 
did a& avy thing in his Worſhip that he did not command, cr that was 
beſides bis Command , therefore no Church hath power to inſtitute ſuch 
things as are beſides his Word. God makes this the emphatical CharaRer 
of a Worſhip that isabominable, and which his Soul abhorreth, That 
he commandeth it not, Jer. 19. 5. Jet. 7. 31. Though the things they 
did in both theſe places were abominable, yet that which God reproves 
_ them for, is, That he commanded it wot ; There's no other Reaſon (ſaith 
Calvin on the place) to reprove all ſuperſtition, but that it wants the Com. 
mand of God, Beſides, when God judgeth perſons for their Inventions 
in his Worſhip, he gives this Reaſon, Becauſe they did that which he 
commanded not. So it Ws in the Caſe of Nadab and Abihs, Lev. 10, 
7, 2, The Charge that is againſt them, is, That they offered ſtrange fire 
before the Lord, which he commanded them nat : They preſumed to worſhip 
God with other means than he had appointed.

Ames (aith, That the Sons of Aaron are bere condemned for bringing ſtrange 
or ordinary fire to Gods Worſhip, as deing that which God hath not command. 
ed; and yet had not otherwiſe forbidden, than by providing fire proper to 
his Worſhip, and not appointing any other to be uſed in the Tabernacle ; and 
this is the very Plei we maks againſt Ceremonies of | humane Inſtitution ix 
Gods Worſhip, . God had no where expreſly forbid them to uſe —_y 
re, 
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fire, but he had not- commanded it, and therefore, God deſtroys them 

with fire from Heaven. Take the ſcope of the words ſrom an Engliſh 

Biſhop, We may hence learn, and ſettle in our hearts (ſaith he) with what 

ſeyerity the Lord challengeth and defendeth bis Amthority, in laying down 
the way and manner of hus Worſhip, not leaving it to any Creature to meddle 
with, but according te preſcription avd appuntment from him, Content be 
# that men ſhall maks Laws for humane matters, &c- but for bis Divine 
Worſhip, | he only ny it himſelf ; aud what he appointed, that muſt 
be done, and that-oxely,or elſe Nadad and Abihu their puniſhment expelted,. 
that is, Gods wrath expetled in ſuch manner as he ſhall pleaſe. Biſh. 

Babington on the place. The fin of U=zab (formerly mentioned, 
for which he was ſiruck dead). is of the ſame nature, for he did 

not therein tranſgreſs any expreſs command/of God, ſo that the pro- 
vocation in his fin, was his intermeddling, in the holy Things of God, 
relating to his Worſhip, without his Command. Furthermore, our Sa- 
viour in Mat, 15. reproveth the wathing of the Jews, and maintaineth

Officers appointed by Chiiſt in his Church ; that thoſe that perform the 
publick Worſhip in the Church of England, arenot ſuch, I thus prove, 
Thoſe that perform the publick Worſhip in the Church of England, are 
diftivguiſhed into theſe Orders; viz, Lord Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacdns;

Firſt, It hath been ofren effeQually proved, that Chriſt never inſti- 
tuted Lord Biſhops for Officers in his Churches ; we read not of their 
Names nor Oface,as they are diftin& trom Presbyters,in the whole Book 
of God ; for we find thoſe who are _ called Presbyters, Tit. 1. F. 
pierce, Elders or Precbyters ; and the ſame are in the- ſeventh 
verſe, called, twiozomy, 2 Biſhop ;, and thoſe who-are Prezbyters, termed 
Biſhops, As 20. 28, iriox6mus,, Overſeers ; and we find the Offices 
and Officers appointed by Chriſt in his Churches, mentioned Epbeſ, 4. 
Ii, And he gave ſome Apoſtles ; and ſome Prophets and Evangeliſts, aud 
Jome Paſtors and T eachers, But here is no mention of a Lord Biſhop,or 
a Biſhop, diſtin& from Presbyter or Paſtor, neither can they ground 
their Office on any Scripture, I ſhall ſpeak of this more fully elſewhere, 
and at preſent ſay no more, but take that for granted, which moſt of 
the Biſhops grant, . (that they are not of Chrifts Inflitmiey,) and their 
learned Friend Mr, Stillivgfleet proves tn his frewicnrs, If any wonld 
be further ſatisfied, let-them read.
